throughout a variety of industries 
raise prices further and increase 
the threat of inflation? 


The UAW bases its demand for 


a 30 per cent increase on the claim 
that the automobile industry can 
concentrate for a long 
time on 


one model in filling the unprece- 
dented demand for new cars and. 
by avoiding costly changeovers, 
operate so much more economical- 
ly that the pay rise could be ab- 
sorbed. 


The auto industry, not surpris- 


ingly, says this isn't so. But let 
us assume that the UAW's claims, 
(acts and figures are right What 
then? Does that mean that the 
same conditions will hold good in 
oil and coal and other industries, 
and that workers in those fields 
can get an extra 30 per cent in 
the pay enx-elop without increasing 
lixing costs for 
themselves and 


other consumers?

administration's 


policy calls for a general increase 
in wages within a limit that will 
not force prices up.
